Designer Hand Knits for To ts. 

Baby and Toddler Hand Knit garments are always popular in the Patons 
range. For the first time, Patons has designed this special oolleclion of 
fashion styles tn si^es to fit S month old babies to 4 year old tois. 

The Patons yarn range offers an extensive palette of cotours to select 
from in & pty with co-ordinating fashion, fancy yams such as Feathers, 
Ostrich and Loopy Mohair. These yams have been worked in textures 
which are mostly simple knit, pud or slip stitch combinations. The fashion, 
fancy yams are a littte unusual when used for the first time, however 
easily create a fabulous effect. They are also forgiving" to Ihose who 
are new to the art of knitting. 

This collection has a selection of sweaters, tunics, jackets and a poncho 
with matching beanies snd hats to compliment the outfit, Patons 
photographed these styles on 1 year old toddlers. As kids grow 
remarkably quickly and vary in size for age. we suggest you refer to the 
■'Gannent Measures" figures in the instructions, rather than Ihe age 
figures (which are a guide only). Page 26 has a chart wilh important 
rrteasuring points - around the chest at underarm, the body length and 
sleeve length. Just select the closest size and adjust the body and 
sleeve lengths for a perfect fit. 

Patons has introduced a "STOP SIGN" which is generally placed 
approximately 15cm from the beginning of the Back. By working to the 
centre of a row (V2 the stitches wtll be on each needle), you can lay 
your knitting on a flat surface and measure the width of the piece. This 
should be half the total body measurement you selected - /F YOUR 
TRNSfON fS CORRECT. If larger or smaller, your garment when finished 
will not fit perfectly. It is important to take action at this stage. 



A fashion hand knit garment makes a spedal and unique statement - 
one that will delight your family and friends.

A stop symbol is placed in each insiruction at the point this maasuremeni 
should be taken on the Gach.

Always count number of rows to make sure that diffarent parts of a garment corrssportd when a 
measurement is given in instruclions. 

As most patterns give more ihjin ono sot of moasuremenis. Et is advisable to read through the 
pattern before begtnnrng lo knit. Rnd where your own sfjte is in the bracket and mark that set ol 
figures throughout the pattern, Ef any alterations have been made to lertgth or width, take a note 
of them, A row wunler helps to keep a ctose check. When increasing or decreasing, mark the 
position with a cofoured thread - it makes it easier if the work has to bo checked. 

Join a new bail of yam at the beginning of a row whenever possible. If the yarn covers ihe width 
of your knitted piece 4 limes, you will have enough to finish a row * if not, join a new ball of yam 
(lha odd length can be used for sewing up). When yam has to be joined in the middle of a row 
(e.g, dreuFar knitting) it must be spucedt.
